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Are you puzzled by some of the 


turers? Sometimes we hesitate to ask 
because we've pretended .to know all 
the time, and it seems that everyone 
else is wiser than we. Maybe your 
questions are among these. 

Question: What is meant by 
“marinating?” 

Answer: To marinate meat is to 
let it stand for some time in a marin- 


ade, that is, a mixture of oil and 300 


vinegar, or vinegar and water. The 
purpose is to soften the connective 
tissue and to develop flavor. The 
vinegar softens the tissues if the meat 
is permitted to remain in the marin- 
ade long enough, as in Sauerbraten. 

Meat to be used in salads is im- 
proved in flavor if marinated. 

Question: What is “Frenching?’ 

wer: Frenching is a way of 
preparing chops and certain rib roasts 
whereby the fat is removed from the 
ends of the bones. Also flattening 
pork tenderloin with a cleaver is 
known as Frenching. 

Question: What “Minute 
steak?” 

Answer: Minute steak is any 
small steak cut thin, 1-4 inch, and 
cooked very quickly—for, a minute— 
in a heavy sizzling hot skillet, which 
has been greased slightly. The steak 
is small, one steak is usually allowed 
for each serving. ‘These steaks may 
be cut from the rib section in the 
small end of the loin. 

Question: What is a cube steak? 

Answer: This is a thin steak 
which has been put in a cubing ma- 
chine. The blades of this machine 
break the fibers, making the meat 
tender. The surface of the steak has 
the appearance of having been cut in 
cubes but not quite through. Cube 
steaks are sometimes used for minute 
steaks. 

Question: What is sauerbraten? 

Answer: Sauerbraten is a piece of 
beef from the rump or chuck which 
has been allowed to stand for some 
time in vinegar or water and vinegar. 
It is then dredged with flour, browned 
in fat, and cooked until tender. in 
Dutch oven well covered.

Question: How long does an oven 
have to be lighted before a roast is 
put. in? 

Answer: There -is no_ specified 
length of time. You could put the 
meat into a cold oven, if that is most 
convenient, raising the temperature to 
degrees F.—350 degrees F. for 
roasting and then maintaining that 
temperature; or the oven may be 
lighted long enough before hand to 
reach a moderate temperature, 300 
degrees-350 degrees F. 

And that brings up the much dis- 
cussed question of searing. It was 
formerly considered essential, and 
earlier directions for roasting tell you 
to pre-heat your oven to a very high 
temperature. This is now left to your 
own taste and convenience. If you 
prefer to sear your roast, have your 
oven at a temperature of 450 degrees 
to 500 degrees F. for the first 10 or 
15 minutes, but be sure to reduce that 
temperature to 300 degrees to 350 de- 
grees for the rest of the time. 

It is very much simpler to put the 
roast in at the correct temperature 
for a slow or medium oven and to 
roast it at a constant temperature, 

Question: Is it true that lamb is 
better when cooked a long time? 

Answer: No. Many prefer lamb 
slightly less than well-done. Lamb 
chops are especially delicious if the 
interior shows a pinkish tinge. Lamb 
shrinks more if cooked to the well- 
done stage. All cuts of lamb are 
tender and therefore may be cooked 
by dry heat,-and in a slow oven (350 
degrees F.)

A packing business 
cannot be run successfully with an in- 
termittent supply of livestock. 

New Day Arrived. 


“Furthermore, the livestock of 20 
years ago was produced with very lit- 
tle regard for quality and it was dif- 
ficult to sell the output of our south- 
ern plant. I believe a new day has 
arrived and that Georgia livestock, 
both in quantity and quality, is going 
to be very much better than it was 
a generation ago. 


“T cannot say too emphatically that 
the livestock future of your state rests 
in the hands of the businessmen and 
civic leaders just as much as it does 
in the hands of the farmers. This 
fact has been recognized in several 
states which have done and are now 
doing some splendid work in the de- 
velopment of their livestock interests. 
Improved livestock calls for purebred 
bulls and boars and rams and these 
in turn require investments. Quality 
livestock doesn’t just happen, it has 
to be developed, and the business in- 
terests of a community can help 
mightily; first in developing a desire 
on the part of the farmers to grow 
better livestock and then in helping 
with the necessary finance. It should 
not be difficult to interest the farm- 
ers in quality livestock. People in all 


walks of life have an inherent liking 
for purebred animals. 


Can Raise Feeds. 


“Of course the production of more 
and better livestock calls for the pro- 
duction of the necessary feed crops— 
and Georgia can, I am sure, raise the 
feeds that can best be converted into 
meat. Your state has made progress 
in building up a corn crop but ahead 
of the corn should come improvement 
in pastures. The attention of the 
farmers should be directed to the im- 
portance of growing pasture crops 
with the same care that is devoted to 
Clover, particularly the 
known as lespedeza, is well 
suited to your climate.

[Soviet Airman Survived Ac- 
cident, Lived 45 Days in

MOSCOW, May 14.—A diary found 
near the body of a soviet flyer dis- 
closed today he had lived for 45 days 
after his airplane crashed on a barren 
peninsula near the Bering strait only 
to succumb to cold and starvation.

Body; Atlantic City Wins 
1937 Meet. 


KANSAS CITY, May 14—(>)— 
The American Medical Association 
elected today as its next president, 
Dr. John H. J. Upham, of Colum- 
bus, Ohio, a strong advocate of “keep- 
ing medical practice individualistic,” 
and chose Atlantic City for the 1937 
convention. 

Dr. Upham, 64-year-old dean of the 
Ohio State University College of 


Medicine, announced immediately he 
would strive to maintain the inde- 
pendence of his profession, a note 
sounded over and over at the conyen- 
tion during discussion of plans for 
hospital insurance, socialized medicine 
and kindred experiments. Dr. Upham 
will take office next year. 

By a vote of 70 to 69, Atlanta 
City won back the convention it en- 
tertained last year. Philadelphia was 
Swept aside in a last-minute surge of 
Atlantic City ballots and lost by a 
one-vote margin. 

Plans Being Studied. 

Dr. Upham, a white-haired, soft 
spokén man, s-id “there are some 
200 plans now being tried out by 
various local units for financing medi- 
cal service to persons of low income. 
The A. _M. A.’s representatives are 
looking into all these in an effort to 
determine if there is one which can 

used on a bigger scale. ‘hat will 
take a long time. Meanwhile, physi- 
cians are taking care of the poor. 
They will not be neglected.” 

Karlier the house of delegates adopt- 
ed a resolution ordering its judicial 
council to investigate a report “plans 
are about to be consummated for the 
loan of federal money to individuals 
to subscribe for stock in an existing 
co-operative hospital at Elk City, 
Okla.” The resolution stated that if 
the report was proved true, the judi- 
cial council was authorized to carry 
the matter to the President of the 
United States. 

Dr. Charles Gordon Heyd, of New 
York, was elected vice president of 
the association, a choice commanding 
more than usual interest because of 
the critical illness of the A. M. A. 
president, Dr: J. Tate Mason, at Seat- 
tle. The vice president cannot as- 
sume the title of president but fills 
the duties of the office in case of the 
latter’s death.

Officers re-elected were: Treasurer, 
Dr. Herman L. Kretchmer, Chicago; 
secretary and xeneral manager, Dr. 
Olin West. Chicago; speaker of the 
house of delegates, Dr. Nathan hb. 
Van Etten, New York.

Nassibou Resists. 

Some day when an impartial his- 
tory is written of this Italo-Abyssin- 
jan struggle, the fight put up Ras 
Nagsibou and General Welchib asha, 
on the Ogaden front, will rank with 
the defense of Thermopylae by the 
Greeks. With all his tanks and as- 
sault cars, his poison gas and _ his 
bombing planes, General Rodolpho 
Graziani was again thrown back by a 
bunch of virtually naked men, men 
armed with sticks and lances and old- 
fashioned rifles, which women loaded 
for them. Colonel Bentley Rodgers, 
who commands the British troops in 
southern Sudan said to me: “I take 
my hat off to the Ethiopians. They 
are soldiers.” 

They are more than soldiers. They 
are heroes. Think of men fighting on 
in clouds of yperite poison gas. As- 
tonishing! I saw the first gas attack 
in the World War, at St. Julien, near 
Ypres (where that gas the Italians 
now use got its name from). Then, 
one morning, the army of “Morocco, 
getting the first whiff of gas, that 
sneaking smell of pineapple, broke in 
panic and left a gap six miles wide 
and ten miles deep in the allied line. 
As far as the eye could reach, along 
parallel roads, through meadows and 
fields and the villages streamed the 
beaten army of French colonials, panic 
stricken, demoralized, coughing, aban- 
the on-coming 
Prussians. It was that day that the 
Canadian corps was thrown into the 
breach, the forty-eighth Highlanders of 
Toronto leading off, with the seventy- 
fifth infantry in support. There were 
no gas masks and the gae was creep- 
ing over the fields of Flanders in 
creamy yellow clouds.

Good Morning

AN UNFENCED SPACE. 


Riding along on the train the oth- 
er day a friend remarked, “Did it 
ever occur to you that people often 
take better care of their fields than 
they do their minds?” I asked him 
to tell me what he meant. “Well 
you see those fences out there—they 
cost money, but that farmer doesn’t 
find it as expensive to build and 
maintain fences as he would to feed 
every vagrant beast of the commu- 
nity,” he observed. 

The conversation shifted, but I have 
been going back to that reference to 
our minds as unfenced space upon 
which every vagrant idea may browse. 
There are two sides to this proposi- 
tion, Aas you readily recognize. For 
example, put a fence around your 
mind, and you might not have very 
much: in your little patch. Selah! 

At the same time I do believe we 
are likely to be too careless about 
guarding the gates of our being. I 
recall a poem of Archbishop Trench: 
‘‘A wretched thing it were, to have our 


heart 

Like a thronged highway or a populous 
atreet 

Where every idle thought has leave to 
meet, 

Pause, or pass on as in an open mart; 

Or like some rondside pool, which no nice 


art 
Has guarded that the cattle may not beat 
And foul it with a multitude of feet, 
Till of the heavens it can give back no 
part.’’ 

Every one of us should have a sen- 
try at the door of the mind to chal- 
lenge all uninvited thoughts and see 
whether they be worthy to take up 
their abode in the house of our be- 
ing. Once they are inside and are 
allowed to linger. they begin to create 
situations and effects which may bring 
us much grief. 

Remembering that we’ live where 


‘we think, and that as a man thinketh 


in his heart, so is he, we may well 
give consideration to this matter of 
wisely guarding our minds. One 
thinks of a scripture which has apt 
bearing on this question: 

“Tet the words of my mouth and 
the meditation of my heart be ac- 
ceptable in Thy sight, O Jehovah, my 
Rock and my Redeemer.”

) up this week at the second 
annual meeting of Farm Chemurgic 
Council, with alcohol running a strong 
first as the probable motor fuel of the 
The chief reason for its fa- 
vorable position is due to its success- 
ful use as a blend with gasoline as a 
motor fuel and because of its avail- 
ability from farm produce. It can be 
manufactured from corn, sugar beets 
or Jerusalem artichokes, 

The model of a plant to produce 
such alcohol, now under construction 
at Atchison, Kan., was demonstrated 
at the council meeting. The Atchison 
plant will utilize artichokes and the 
plant works somewhat in this man- 
ner: 

A farmer dumps a load of the tub- 
ers into a hopper to be sliced and 

repared for fermentation vats. ‘The 
iquid from the vats is drawn into a 
refracting column where it is subject- 

to live steam... The alcohol is 
driven off in a vapor which collects 
in condensers. This alcohol is blend- 
ed about -20 per cent with gasoline. 

The success of the plant will depend 
greatly upon the present hypothesis 
that with exhaustion, or curtailment, 
of present oil supplies will come a 
higher price for motor fuel... All seem 
agreed the alcohol blend is more ex- 
pensive, 

Only Solution Claimed. 

Members of the Farm Chemurgic 
Council claim the blending process is 
the only sane solution to the problem 
and, in addition, will solve the present 
farm problem by utilizing land to: its 
best advantage. 

The oil industry. opposes this belief. 
Its. spokesman at the meeting claimed 
continued. research in the oil fields 
had increased reserves appreciably 
during-recent years; that new methods 
for recovering fuel from oil shale and 
coal can be utilized. 

Counter arguments from oil men 
and others were telegraphed to the 
meeting. One telegram from Gustav 
Egloff, director of research for Uni- 
versal Oil Products Company, Chicago, 
readi n part: 

“The fact that any general program 
of blending alcohol in gasoline would 
raise the price of motor fuel at least 
from three to five cents a gallon and 
that the blended fuel is inferior to 
regular gasoline in almost every par- 
ticular, brands the blending proposal 
economic suicide for the motoring pub- 
lic at large and for the farmer, him- 
self, whose increased fuel bill would 
cancel any increased income he might 
derive.” 

Another telegram, from Ted V. 
Rodgers, president of the American 
Trucking Association, Inc., said: 

“Convinced alcohol blend movement 
step in wrong direction. Only coun- 
tries lacking adequate fuel supply 
have resorted to it and then not suc- 
cessfully. This association urges un- 
favorable report on proposal when 
brought before your meeting.” 

Little Difference Exists. 

Despite this opposition, chemical 
engineers have shown that very little 
difference exists between the use of 
gasoline or the blended fuel. At the 

resent*time it is being used as motor 

in England, France, Germany, 
Finland and other countries where no 


The blended fuel is being marketed 
successfully in England where glow- 
ing claims are made for it. One com- 
pany claims it has high anti-knock 

ualities and a smooth running effect. 

These, the company claims, are due to 
the fact that alcohol has an excep- 
tionally high latent heat of vaporiza- 
tion, meaning that when it enters the 
inlet manifold it is considerably cool- 
er and therefore heavier than regular 
gasoline. This, the blenders claim, 
results in more even distribution in 
the cylinders and gives pronounced 
smoothness in running. 

Automobiles are being manufactured 
today, both at home and abroad, that 
will permit the use of the blended 
fuel. A handful of such autos were 
shipped to the Philippines recently by 
an American motor company. Engi- 
neers for the company said only a few 
minor changes were necessary. These 
included a method by which the fuel 
was heated at the manifold intake, 
the carburetor jet was changed, a 
higher compression ratio was arranged 
and a special fuel pump added.

HEALTH TALKS 


BY DR. WILLIAM BRADY 


In February we gave several talks 
here on the modern treatment of ar- 
thritis. Gist of the subject is available 
in a monograph which will be mailed 
to any reader on request; enclose a 
stamped envelope bearing your ad- 
dress, The use of massive doses of 
vitamin D—from 200,000 up to 600,- 
000 units daily over pc iods of weeks 
and months, was described. This is 
the most recent development in ar- 
thritis therapy. This is not a specific 
cure nor a sure cure, but in stubborn 
cases of long standing where the con- 
dition fails to respond to any other 
method of treatment and indeed seems 
to progress from bad to worse, the 
results gained from a thorough trial 
of this treatment warrant the atten- 
tion of all who are disabled by chronic 
arthritis of any type. 

A report of Dreyer and Reed pub- 
lished in 1935, and another by ‘Vrtiak 
and Lang ) ublished in 1936, will give 
physicians full details of the method. 
I am glad-to refer any physician to 
these sources of information or to 
send any data I have available about 
this or anything else I discuss in this 
column, on the request of the physi- 
cian, provided he encloses a stamped, 
addressed envelope. If he forgets that, 
we'll forget the whole business. 

The new treatment cannot be ade- 
quately carried out by anyone without 
medical supervision. I caution laymen 
with arthritis not to attempt to be 
their own doctors in this matter; in 
the first place, the high dosage re- 
quired is expensive; in the next place 
the dosage must be stepped up at in- 


served and only the physician can 
manage this; finally, disappointment 
may result—most of the good results 
have been obtained from the higher 
doses given daily for months. Few 
patients experience any notable im- 
provement until the end of a mon 
and signs of improvement in some 
cases come after several months of 
treatment. 

As already mentioned, this is not a 
specific cure, but only . supplement- 
ary treatment. In any case of arthritis 
the use of massive doses of vitamin D 
should not interfere with any other 
remedy or measure which may be in- 
dicated. In fact it is important to keep 
up other efforts along with the vita- 
min D treatment. Particularly impor- 
tant is a diet adequate in calctum 
content (milk, cheese of every kind, 
eggs, greens, - peas, beans, fresh raw 
fruit or fruit or tomato juice) and to 
see to it that the patient gets an 
optimal ration of the other vitamins 
daily, especially vitamin B, which 
seems to prevent manifestation of 
sensitivity to the high dose of vita- 
min D. 

Passive, and if possible active move- 
ments, or massage, with underwater 
treatment or with daily diathermy, 
and in some cases the administration 
of suitable ductless gland harmones, 
notably parathyroid, to promote better 
metabolism, are of distinct value in 
conjunction with the vitamin D treat- 
ment. 

Vitamin D in the high concentration 
. quired for this treatment is not 
available in any natural source, but 
must be of synthetic character. Here- 
tofore synthetic vitamin D—called 
viosterol, produced by irradiation of 
ergosterol—has been so expensive 
that many could not afford it, but is 
now available ‘at a cost within the 
reach of everyone. Not only for the 
treatment of arthritis, but also for ad- 
ministration to babies to prevent 
rickets.

There was mint sauce at hand and 
as the waiter brought in the boat with 
the mint sauce that was pleasantly 
sweet and sour and well flavored with 
mint. 

Nancy made up her mind she would 
have a spring lamb before the week 
was out. She ordered a leg. There 


, 


was a translucent lumpy tissue cov- 
ering it. This was the fell, which 
she did not remove since it held the 
flavor in the meat. She wiped the 
roast with a damp cloth. Then she 
set it in an uncovered roaster. There 
was a trivet or rack in the bottom 
of the roaster. The leg was so set 
that the fatty part was on top, the 
oven temperature was 400 degrees for 
20 minutes. Then she lowered the 
temperature to 300 and let the roast 
cook until the meat thermometer she 
had registered well done. The inter- 
nal temperature at this stage ig 180 
degrees F, and the time required was 
approximately 30 minutes per pound. 
She did not baste the meat during 
roasting since the melting fat dripped 
down and did its own basting. Nor 
did she bother with much salt because 
salt penetrates about one-fourth inch 
only. The meat was tender, juicy 
and well-flavored. She might have 
inserted a few slivers of a clove of 
garlic into the meat had she wanted 
to add to the flavor.

And when he comes to train again, there’ll be some 
weight to get off. And THIS time, no matter how 
much he trains, the old lobby won’t have that cast-iron 
quality. There may be a flaw in it. 

It never fails. Dempsey was lean and hard and his legs 
were steel when he met Willard. He was never as vicious after 
that, unless you count the short, mad fight with Luis Angel 
Firpo, the Wild Bull of the Pampas. 

The reason a young fighter fights so well on his 
way up is that he is fighti d food and clothes 
and pretty girls to escort/to t clubs and for all the 
glitter of the title. 

Once they get it, the inevitable softening process begins. 

Joe Louis looks a bit fat about the middle. 

Somewhere there is a tough, lean youngster who is begin- 
ning to wonder. 

Some day he will find that he can punch. You may 
write off all of the ones now on the scene. The next 
sensation hasn’t really got started. 

But somewhere—in some gym or ge g or some big city 
slum—the boys are waiting for the touch of destiny. 

And if you don’t think there is one in the ring, there is Joe 
Louis. He’s 22. Just barely. He came from an Alabama 
share-cropper’s cabin and he’s already earned a half million, 
with at least twice that to come. 


LITTLE JOE GOULD. 

In the story which told of the small amount of fat about 
Joe Louis’ middle was an item saying Joe Gould was laughing 
off reports the Garden was trying togdig up some foe other 
than Louis for Jim Braddock—the champion of the world, 

The inside of that happens to be this— 

The Garden has Braddock under contract through 
September 30. But the contract specifies the Garden 
must name “a satisfactory opponent” 60 days in ad- 
vance. 

And the New York boxing commission will not agree to any. 
opponent other than Louis—provided, of course, Louis beats 
Schmeling. Which he will. 

Joe Gould wants the Louis fight. In the first place, he 
honestly believes his man can stay in there and win a decision. 

And even if he couldn’t, he knows the Louis-Braddock fight 
will gross $1,500,000, if not $2,000,000, 

And win, lose or draw, Joe Gould will be there with 
Braddock when they cut that melon. 

And speaking of that destiny idea—Joe Gould’s 
father tried to make the boy learn the plumbing trade.

TIGERS FAVORED 
TO KEEP CROWN 
AT BIRMINGHAM 


Three Records Expected 
To Fall in Two-Day 
Meet. 


By Kenneth Gregory. 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala., May 14.—() 
Fleet runners and husky weight men, 
the outstanding performers of a dozen 
universities, gathered here today for 
the 1936 renewal of the Southeastern 
conference track and field carnival. 

Under favorable weather conditions, 
three or four recognized records may 
fall and Louisiana State, champion 
‘since the inaugural meet in 1933, is 
likely to find its title-defending role 
considerably tougher. 

On the eve of the preliminary trial 
heats in several events, the consensus 
was that Louisiana State will auc- 
cessfully defend its crown by a mar- 
gin of close to 18 points, the advan- 
tage coming mostly through second 
and third places. 


Alabama, Georgia Tech, Georgia, 
Tennessee and Kentucky ranked as 
the most serious threats to the Tiger 
dominance of three years’ standing. 
Alabama or one of the two Georgia 
schools shaped up as the main con- 
tender. 


With such fine runners as Perrin 
Walker, of Georgia Tech; Spec Towns, 
of Georgia : Harry Anderson, of Ten- 
nessee ; Dave Rogan, of Kentucky ; 
Joe La Salle, of Louisiana State, and 
Chick Aldridge, of Georgia Tech, 
among the entries, officials regarded 
the field as the most representative 
in the meet’s history. 


Louisiana State entered 13 athletes 
in the various events. All of these 
scored points last spring when the 
Tigers won easily by doubling the 
score on Alabama, the second place 
team. Albama, Georgia and Tennessee 
have five-point winners available. 


Officials believed at least three rec- 
ords will be in danger if the track is 
fast. These possibilities are in the 220- 
yard dash, the 120-yard high hurdles 
and the two-mile run. In one or two 
other events this year’s array of ath- 
letes may approach established marks. 


Walker apparently is capable of 
bettering the accepted time in the 220- 
yard dash, set at 21 seconds by Ster- 
ling Dupre, of Auburn, in 1934. Walk- 
er holds the record of 9.6 seconds for 
the 100-yard dash and has equaled 
that once this season.

Abandoned, But Why?

Pirates had 
not frightened Captain Briggs and his 
comrades away. The cargo was undis- 
turbed and in the forecastle were the 
sailors’ chests, filled with their cloth- 
ne and money, untouched.

g had not threatened. 
There was plenty of food. In the gal- 
ley victuals had been prepared for 
the next meal.

Log Entry Unfinished.

Mrs. Briggs had hurriedly dropped 
her sewing.

On 
the open melodeon lay music that had 
apparently been played since the cabin 
was last put to rights. There was still 
the impression left by a baby’s head 
upon the pillow in the crib and toys 
were strewn about on the cabin floor. 
On the wall the clock still ticked. 

The fore hatch was open, but wheth- 
er one of the boats had been launched 


to sea all aboard the Marie Celeste 
must either have gone into the sea or 
had been taken aboard some other 
craft.

Critics of the administration, Far- 
ley asserted, find themselves ‘‘con- 
fronting the undeniable fact’ that 
business in every section of the coun- 
try is improving. 

Due to Roosevelt. 

“This business recovery is the di- 
rect result of the wise policies in- 
augurated by the Roosevelt adminis- 
tration. 

“I go further than that and say it 
would have been dangerous for this 
country if the deflation curve had 
been allowed to continue downward 
and if the do-nothing policies of the 
Hoover administration had been al- 
lowed to continue in force.” 

Defending the relief administration 
and assailing its critics, he said: 

“Tf these self-appointed experts and 
so-called leaders had anything to say 
at the time of the great crisis, no one
